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FOREWORD 


Although  in  retrospect  our  years  at  Loyola  seem  to  have  been  pregnant  with  unforeseen 
changes  in  curricula  and  premature  farewells  to  lifelong  friends  departing  for  the  Service,  yet 
there  is  one  essential  and  changeless  truth  that  has  directed  and  moulded  our  college  life. 
That  truth  is  our  secure  foundation  of  true,  Christian  education,  and  our  stable  hope  of  en- 
during happiness  and  peace  with  our  fellow  men. 

Two  thousand  years  ago  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Apostles  taught  the  doctrine  of  the  love  of 
God  and  the  love  of  our  neighbor  for  the  sake  of  God  to  a world  that  had  forgotten  charity 
and  justice,  and  consequently  to  a world  that  was  embittered  by  hate  and  by  war.  What  He 
taught  was  merely  the  outpouring  of  His  own  divine  love  for  mankind,  a love  which  was  des- 
tined to  reach  its  climax  on  Calvary.  The  history  of  the  life  of  Our  Lord,  as  narrated  in 
the  Gospels,  teaches  us  the  meaning  and  the  value  of  love  for  our  fellow  men.  In  all  His 
actions  our  Redeemer  radiated  this  all-consuming  love;  friend  and  foe  alike  were  encompassed 
by  it.  It  was  this  love  that  melted  the  hearts  of  many  of  His  enemies,  and  convinced  them  that 
He  was  no  ordinary  Man.  It  was  His  love  for  men  that,  even  in  apparent  defeat  and  disgrace, 
was  victorious,  and  it  was  this  love  that  compelled  a Roman  centurion  to  cry  out,  "Truly  this 
Man  was  the  Son  of  God". 

It  is  this  truth  of  the  love  of  our  neighbor,  founded  upon  our  love  of  God,  that  consti- 
tutes our  precious  Christian  heritage,  and  is  the  foundation  of  true,  Christian  education.  This 
love,  moreover,  must  guide  all  men  in  their  dealings  with  one  another,  if  we  are  in  the  future 
to  be  ever  free  from  hatred  and  war. 

Seldom  does  a student,  in  the  midst  of  his  college  career,  pause  and  consider  the  benefits 
of  his  studies.  Actually,  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  evaluate  the  effects  that  each  separate 
year  has  upon  us.  Only  as  our  college  days  are  drawing  to  an  end,  can  we  begin  to  realize 
into  what  pattern  our  education  has  moulded  us. 

It  is  this  teaching  of  the  love  of  our  neighbor,  founded  upon  our  love  of  God,  that  we,  the 
Autumn  Class  of  1943,  treasure  most  of  all  from  our  college  days  at  Loyola.  God  grant  that 
Victory  and  Peace,  to  which  we  dedicate  this  book,  may  soon  be  ours!  But  we  also  beg  God 
that  that  Victory  and  Peace  may  be  founded  in  true  justice  and  charity  to  all  men,  so  that  the 
world  in  the  future  might  always  enjoy  the  Peace  of  Christ  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.

Since  December  7,  1941,  Loyola  College  has  undergone  a complete  metamorphosis.  From 
a small  liberal  arts  college,  Loyola  has  changed  into  a great  defense  plant,  turning  out,  not 
planes,  guns  and  tanks,  but  men  who  will  fly  the  planes,  drive  the  tanks  and  fire  the  guns, 
which  is  vastly  more  important. 

Loyola  is  not  unaccustomed  to  its  role  of  preparing  America’s  sons  to  light  for  their 
country.  Since  the  War  Between  the  States,  Loyola  has  sent  forth  its  sons  to  serve  in  every 
corner  of  the  earth.  Yet  in  spite  of  this  enviable  record,  there  were  some  men  who  felt  that 
small  liberal  arts  colleges  had  no  place  in  training  men  for  total  war.  How  well  Loyola  has 
given  lie  to  this  assertion  is  evidenced  by  her  Honor  Roll.  Since  the  outbreak  of  hostilities, 
Loyola  has  sent  approximately  712  men  into  the  Armed  Forces.  Of  this  number,  over  70  per- 
cent are  commissioned  officers,  or  are  training  to  become  officers.  No  better  test  of  the  value 
of  a Jesuit  education  could  have  been  devised  than  the  demand  of  the  Armed  Forces  for  men 
with  initiative  and  courage.  Loyola  has  proved  that  it  can,  and  will  continue  to  train  such 
men. 

Toward  this  end  Loyola’s  Administration  has  worked  in  the  closest  harmony  with  the 
officials  of  our  Armed  Forces.  To  these  men  we  owe  a debt  of  gratitude,  which  we  can  only 
repay  by  carrying  the  ideals  and  training  which  they  gave  us  into  our  country's  fight  for  Vic- 
tory and  Peace.  Armed  with  these  ideals  and  with  God’s  grace  we  will,  as  others  have  done 
before  us,  help  raise  Christ’s  Banner  for  all  the  World  to  see.

The  Athletic  Association  has  realized  in 
the  past  three  years  its  dream  of  creating  a 
permanent,  active  organization  which  would 
voice  its  opinions  and  exemplify  its  policy 
on  the  campus,  and  in  the  field  of  intercol- 
legiate competition.  The  Block-L  Club  has 
become  just  such  an  organization  for  Loyola. 

The  Club  has  regular  business  meetings  in 
addition  to  monthly  socials  which,  during  the 


past  year,  were  very  successful.  A prominent 
man  of  the  sports  world  heads  these  socials 
as  the  guest  speaker.  During  the  past  year, 
Lieut.  Com.  "Rip"  Miller  of  the  Naval 
Academy  and  Notre  Dame  fame;  Bill  Dyer, 
local  sports  announcer;  Jesse  Linthicum  of 
the  Morning  Sun  and  Jack  Marinnci,  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  were  among  the 
guest  speakers. 


For  the  third  straight  year  the  Greyhounds 
walked  off  with  the  Mason-Dixon  Baseball 
Conference  Championship.  The  league 
record  was  six  wins  against  a single  loss. 

After  defeating  Western  Maryland  at 
Evergreen  5-4,  the  team  travelled  to  West- 
minster for  the  championship  game,  and 
came  out  on  top  9-6.  With  the  score  tied 
at  three  all  in  the  sixth,  George  Gay,  third 
sacker,  came  to  bat  with  two  on  and  two  out. 
He  lined  a triple  to  put  the  Hounds  out  in 
front  to  stay. 


Ed  Pazourek’s  pitching  reached  its  height 
this  year  by  losing  only  one  game.  This  one 
loss,  however,  was  even  more  satisfying  than 
some  of  his  victories,  for  it  was  at  the  hands 
of  Navy,  considered  by  most  experts  as  a 
national  leader  this  year.  Ed’s  pitching  tal- 
ents bloomed  forth  as  he  held  the  highly 
touted  Navy  nine  to  three  runs  while  the 
Hounds  scored  two.  Navy  produced  early 
by  scoring  two  runs  in  the  initial  inning  and 
then  adding  what  proved  to  be  the  winning 
tally  in  the  fourth.  The  Greyhounds  were 
held  to  two  hits  until  the  eighth  when  they 
combined  three  hits,  good  for  their  two  runs. 

The  home  and  home  series  with  Hopkins 
brought  unusual  success  to  the  Greyhounds 
this  year.  In  the  first  game  the  Blue  Jays 
travelled  to  Evergreen,  where  they  were 
opposed  by  Ed  Pazourek  on  the  mound.  In 
the  second  inning  the  visitors  succeeded  in 
stretching  two  hits  into  two  runs,  but  in 
our  half  we  batted  around  and,  coupling  two

During  the  remainder  of  the  game  Paz 
pitched  superb  ball  holding  the  Jays  to  two 
hits.  The  Greyhounds  turned  the  game  into 
a slugfest  scoring  one  in  the  fourth,  three  in 
the  fifth,  six  in  the  sixth,  and  adding  a final 
two  in  the  eighth  to  run  away  with  the  ball 
game  15-4. 

The  second  game  played  at  Homewood 
proved  to  be  little  more  than  batting  practice 
for  Loyola’s  murderers  row,  for  again  they 
ran  up  the  identical  score  of  15-4.  Ed  Pazou- 
rek  was  again  credited  with  the  victory,  this 
time  holding  the  Jays  to  only  three  hits. 
With  nineteen  men  facing  a parade  of  Hop- 
kins pitchers  from  the  bull  pen  in  the  fourth 
and  fifth  innings,  the  Hounds  crossed  the 
plate  nine  more  times  to  build  up  an  eleven 
run  lead.  They  added  three  runs  to  this  in 
the  final  innings,  coasting  to  an  easy  victory. 

Catcher  Frank  Marino  sported  a .390  aver- 
age to  lead  the  club  in  hitting  this  season; 
however,  Gil  Dunn,  right  fielder  who  batted 
third  in  the  lineup,  proved  to  be  the  more 
powerful  slugger,  driving  in  more  runs  and 
winding  up  the  season  with  a .377  average.

Babe  Schwalenberg,  first  baseman  in  the 
cleanup  spot,  was  next  in  line  with  an  aver- 
age of  .360. 

Bob  Nugent  and  Gil  Dunn  proved  the 
most  adept  at  extra  base  hits,  with  Dunn 
having  four  doubles  and  one  home  run; 
while  Nugent  hit  two  triples  and  two  round- 
trippers. 

The  season  totals  were  seven  wins  in  ten 
starts,  winding  up  with  a team  batting  aver- 
age of  .275,  higher  than  any  other  year.  The 
non-league  win  was  at  the  expense  of 
Georgetown,  marking  the  first  win  over  the 
Hoyas  since  the  revival  of  baseball  at  Loyola. 
The  Greyhounds  topped  Georgetown  in  a 
slugfest  12-9. 

When  pitted  against  service  teams,  the 
Hounds  did  not  fare  as  well,  and  went  down 
to  defeat  in  all  five  games,  due,  for  the  most 
part,  to  a dearth  of  pitching  power  and  con- 
sistent fielding. 

Lefty  Reitz  is,  nevertheless,  to  be  highly 
complimented  for  his  excellent  coaching. 
Last  year  he  developed  a Freshman  infield 
and  won  the  league.  This  year  he  took  this 
nucleus  and  new  Freshmen  to  form  another 
winning  club. 
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Loyola’s  warriors  took  to  the  held  this 
year  facing  the  hardest  schedule  ever  at- 
tempted in  the  seven  years  of  lacrosse  com- 
petition at  this  college.  When  "Lefty”  took 
over  the  position  as  coach,  he  found  the 
schedule  hampered  by  long  layoffs,  and  the 
absence  of  the  usual  "breathers”,  due  to 
transportation  problems.  Dividing  his  time 
between  the  diamond  and  the  warpath,  and 
stressing  condition  and  doggedness,  he 
rounded  out  the  most  spirited  team  in  the 
history  of  Loyola. 

The  team  lined  up  with  Gerry  Courtney 
in  goal;  Joe  Keelty,  Jim  Mann,  Paul  Connol- 
ly and  John  Buchness  at  the  close  defense 
positions;  freshman  Bill  Connolly  backing 
up  veterans  Don  and  Bob  Connor  and  Ray 
Bryant  at  the  midfield  positions.  At  the 
close  attack,  All  Americans  Cory  Walker  and 
Bob  McElroy  were  teamed  up  with  Cal  Har- 


rison, and  it  was  from  this  combination  that 
the  club’s  main  offensive  power  was  expect- 
ed. 

The  season  opened  against  Navy,  National 
Collegiate  Champs  of  1943.  Realizing  our 
shortage  of  manpower,  Lefty  designated  a 
blitz  attack  as  the  strategy  of  the  game.  Our 
close  attack  poured  shot  after  shot  at  the 
Navy  goal,  only  to  have  them  turned  away  by 
the  goalie.  On  the  defensive,  the  midfield 
and  defense  savagely  checked  the  sailors 
until  they  were  on  the  ropes,  and  what  had 
the  makings  of  a high  scoring  half,  turned 
into  a 1-1  tie.  Using  27  players  to  advantage 
against  our  17,  Navy  came  back  and  strug- 
gled to  an  8-1  victory.  Our  Gerry  Courtney 
was  undoubtedly  the  outstanding  player  of 
the  game,  having  22  saves  and  numerous 
spectacular  clears  to  his  credit. 

Moving  to  West  Point  for  the  second 
game,  the  Hounds  faced  a strong  Army  team, 
but  for  the  first  time  we  were  selected  as 
pre-game  favorites  over  a major  opponent. 
However,  the  team  failed  to  reckon  with  the 
New  York  referees,  and  the  body  checking 
tactics,  which  were  so  successfully  used  the 
week  before,  were  rewarded  with  penalties. 
With  the  help  of  ten  penalties,  the  Cadets 
ran  up  a 7-1  lead  at  the  half.  Forced  to

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play  the  opponent’s  milder  game,  the  Green 
and  Gray  could  do  no  more  than  break  even 
in  the  second  half,  losing  to  an  underdog 
for  the  first  time  by  the  score  of  9-3. 

After  a long  lay-off  during  Easter,  Loyola 
travelled  to  Maryland  for  their  third  game, 
and  here  they  hit  the  bottom,  losing  16-5. 
However,  McElroy  looked  exceptionally 
well,  scoring  four  of  five  goals;  and  Walker, 
moved  to  midfield,  scored  on  a dodge  mark- 
ing the  first  goal  to  be  scored  by  the  midfield 
this  season. 

The  lone  game  with  Swarthmore  marked 
the  Hounds’  first  win  in  four  starts,  when  the 
Garnet  was  taken  into  camp  4-3.  Due  to 
penalties  incurred  by  Loyola,  this  game  see- 
sawed back  and  forth  until  Bob  Connor 
tossed  in  the  winning  goal  with  only  minutes 
to  go,  thus  keeping  Loyola’s  record,  of  no 
home  games  lost,  clear. 

The  final  game  with  Hopkins  proved  to 
be  a surprise,  for  what  they  had  considered 
a "breather”  turned  out  to  be  the  roughest 
team  they  had  run  up  against.  The  game 
was  a repetition  of  the  Navy  first  half,  with 
Loyola  battling  for  every  ball,  asking  no 
quarter  and  giving  none.  With  a 5-1  lead 
at  half-time,  Hopkins  felt  secure.  The  sec- 
ond half  added  more  action  to  the  game  and

brought  more  thrills  to  the  spectators.  Both 
teams  played  their  fastest  and  roughest  ball, 
with  the  result  that  many  players  were  sent 
to  the  sidelines.  The  final  score,  while  favor- 
ing Hopkins  12-4,  showed  the  Loyola  spirit 
of  true  competitive  sportsmanship. 

The  honor  spot  this  year  goes  to  little 
Gerry  Courtney  at  goal,  who,  we  believe,  is 
the  best  goalie  in  the  last  ten  years,  that  is, 
since  Lritz  Stude  of  Mt.  Washington.  Hon- 
orable mention  goes  to  Bobby  McElroy,  ever 
dependable  close-attack  man.  Both  of  these 
boys  were  selected  to  play  in  the  North-South 
All  Star  game,  and  both  proved  themselves 
by  being  the  outstanding  players  of  the  game. 
These  same  two  players  were  later  selected

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as  members  of  the  All  American  teams; 

Courtney  making  the  first  team,  while  Mc- 
Elroy  was  rewarded  for  his  dogged  persever- 
ence  by  a spot  on  the  second  team.  Big, 
rough  and  fast,  Joe  Keelty  and  Jim  Mann, 
coupled  with  Paul  Connolly,  were  the  back- 
bone of  the  defense.  Time  and  again  break- 
ing opponents'  attacks,  their  only  drawback 
proved  to  be  a few  bad  passes  on  clears.  The 
ability  of  John  Buchness,  who  alternated  with 
the  aforementioned  three,  rated  just  one  step 
below  them  in  team  play.  Don  Connor

Paced 
by  Larry  Schmidt,  who  scored  a double  vic- 
tory in  the  hurdles,  we  placed  second  behind 
a strong  Catholic  University  team  in  the 
quintangular  meet  at  Washington.  Moving 
into  Philadelphia,  Captain  Dan  led  the  relay 
team  into  second  place  in  the  Mason-Dixon 
mile  relay  at  the  nationally  famous  Penn 


Relays.  Using  a 66-51  victory  over  Gallaudet 
as  a warm-up,  the  Hounds  climaxed  the  sea- 
son in  the  Mason-Dixon  Championship  at 
Homewood,  where  the  Green  and  Gray 
placed  third  behind  Hopkins  and  Catholic 
University.  Feature  of  the  meet  was  our  own 
Bob  Simmons  winning  the  pole  vault  title. 

Highlights  of  the  season  were  the  never- 
say-die  attitude  of  Jim  Ball,  our  own  Greg 
Rice,  who  has  yet  to  lose  a distance  race  on 
our  track;  Gene  O’Conor  suprisingly  proving 
to  be  one  of  the  best  milers  of  the  season; 
and  Dick  Clark’s  setting  a new  record  of  21 
ft.  11/2  in.  for  the  broad  jump  in  the  West 
Chester  meet.  The  perseverence  and  con- 
sistency of  Bob  Moser,  Captain  Dan  Bathon, 
Bill  Rathell,  Clayton  McKenny,  and  Dick 
Clark  made  this  season  venture  into  inter- 
collegiate competition  a successful  one.

A glance  at  the  Frosh  photograph  may  not 
suggest  that  this  Freshman  class  is  any  differ- 
ent from  every  other  Freshman  class  to  enter 
Loyola.

period  after  the  war.  At  the  same  time,  they 
will  strive  to  uphold  Loyola’s  reputation  in 
extra-curricular  activities  and  above  all  to 
evidence  the  true  spirit  of  Loyola,  following 
the  admirable  example  set  before  them  by 
the  October  class  of  1943. 

Already  the  Freshman  have  begun  build- 
ing for  themselves  the  foundation  of  a repu- 
tation for  exceptional  class  and  school  spirit.

Loyola’s  next  senior  class,  although  it 
boasted  of  one  hundred  thirty-five  students 
on  its  Registration  Day,  will  be  one  of  the 
smallest  graduating  classes  in  the  recent  his- 
tory of  the  college.
